The Borromeo motto of "humility" is written at 
the top in Gothic lettering likely suggesting their humility towards the higher level 
Gothic bloodlines. At the bottom is a lemon or citrus fruit. 

Robert Citrone is a white collar mobster 
and billionaire who founded Discovery Capital Management.
